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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although applicant contends that Woldenberg 
does not show the instant invention, the examiner maintains her rejection. Applicant contends that the formation of the polycarbonate at 
room temperature would not allow for molten polycarbonate. This is not persuasive becauste, according to the instant claim, the 
polycarbonate melt can be formed by a phase interface. Woldenberg also teaches forming a polycarbonate through phase interface 
(Column 3, lines 64-67). There are no temperature specifications in applicant's claim that would differentiate applicant's phase interface 
process from Woldenberg's phase interface process. Therefore, it is being assumed that since applicant obtains a polycarbonate melt 
from his phase interface, Woldenberg will also form a polycarbonate melt using his phase interface, thus meeting applicant's claim. 

Applicant also contends that Woldenberg teaches introducing previously produced polycarbonate into an extruder. While it is true that 
Woldenberg does teach introducing the polycarbonate melt into an extruder, he also teaches, in the ALTERNATIVE, injection molding the 
polycarbonate melt (Column 4, lines 30-33, 36-39). Therefore, it is believed that Woldenberg does, in fact, teach injection molding the 
melt without an intermediate pelletizing step. 
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
